PERILS OF HIT-OR-MISS DRIVING 


The American Psychological Association, \vhcse members special- 


ize in mental reactions, was assured at its Ohio convention that the 
difference between death and life on the crowded highways is a mat- 
ter of split seconds, sometimes sliced miscroscopically thin at that. Thus, 
when two cars approach each othor at forty'miles per hour, equivalent 
to one car traveling at eighty miles an hour approaching a standing 
vehicle, obviously reflexes are all-important. 


It is proper that psychologists jump in and try to solve this major 


problem, even if they do no more than authoritatively warn about the 
grave dangers inherent in split seconds and footage calculations. 
They 


can only repeat, in their specialized language, what every automobile 
driver already knows but too seldom heeds: namely, that caution and 
still more caution are increasingly essential on the road, and that human 
errors exact fearful tolls.

DOCTOR SHOULD SUPERVISE 


BABY'S CAKE 


A DOCTOR should supervise the 


baby's care from birth, and his ad- 
vice should be followed 
carefully. 


Most mothers can nurse their babies 
the first six or seven months, giv- 
ing them a better chance to keep 
alive and well. In case the infant 
must be artificially fed, the doctor 
will recommend a formula for the 
bottle feedings. 


The doctor who sees the baby reg- 


ularly once or twice a month can 
iruide the mother in keeping him 
well and can detect signs of ill 
.health in him which the mother 


! cannot, 


The Children's Bureau of the U. S. 


Department of Labor, "Washington, 
D. C., has just revised Its free folder. 
"Keeping the Well Baby Well." 


The folder gives four rules for 


avoiding diseases: 


1. Have 
the 
baby immunized 


against diphtheria when he is nine 


' months old and vaccinated against 
smallpox before he Is one year old. 


2. Keep him away from anyone 


who is ill. A person who has "only 
a cold" or "just a cough" may in- 
fect a baby and make him seriously 
ill. 
Never 
take 
the 
baby 
into 


crowded places, such as stores or 
cheaters, 


3. Keep flies and other insects 


away from him and from his food. 


4. Boil his milk and drinking 


water and, unless the doctor orders 
otherwise, cook all his other food 
except fruit juices and cod-liver oil, 


The pamphlet "Infant Care," also j 


issued free by the Children's Bureau, j 
has been revised. First printed in ' 
1914, its distribution has totaled 
more than 10,000.000. But it should 
be even more, with 2,000,000 new 
babies every year. 


"Infant Care" advises the mother 


on the care of the baby from birth 
to a year of age. It gives simple, 
practical advise on the baby's dally : 
schedule, prevention 
of accidents j J 


and diseases, the baby's clothing,' 
bath, sieep, exercise and play, sun- 
shine and fresh air, habits, disci- 
pline and training, and feeding: 
early signs of illness, what to do 
before the doctor comes.
